Gentlemen— 1 beg to present herewith the records of the med- 
i,,,! department^ and report briefly on thegeneral management of 
Hie hospital daring ii.<- past yew. 

At the lasl report* 651 patients remained under treatment ; 
daring the year, 57JW new patients were admitted. 

The admissions comprised 1018 white and 1776 colored ; 
males 4301, females L495 ; children tinder ten years of age 170 
(white 157, colored 13 

Thetptaj number of inmates was 6445 ; the daily averag ' 

inmates remaining at the close of each day was 588. The num- 
ber of inmates was 134 more than lasl year, yei the daily average 
:ll Ihl . gndof each day was 83 Less, showing thai the patients 
remained onder treatmenl a comparatively shorter time. 

Of the 6445 inmates treated 1828 were discharged; cured 
2484, or 50 per cent.; improved 1589, or 32 percent.; unimproved 
855, or aboul L8 per cent. 

There were '-^n deaths— a total niortalitj of it per cent. 
Deducting 197 cases, fetal will. in twentj four hours after ;i.h.vis- 
sion, mosl of whom were moribund when admitted, the total mor- 
talitj is reduced m n percent.
